to Launch It. 


Offers to Construct the 
Panama Waterway. 


President Hill and Others are

We Diep April 1—({Ex- 


clusive Dispatch.) J. Pier- 
pont Morgan has madea 
direct proposition to the United 
States government thatit give up 
the idea of building the Nicaragua 
Canal and permit him and the syn- 
dicate of which he ise head to take 
over and complete the Panama 
Canal. Thie proposition was made 
to President McKinley today by 
Morgan personally. He came over 
from New York for the express pur- 
pose of making the proposition, 
and spent several hours in consul- 
tation with the President and Sec- 
retary of State Hay concerning it. 
Two years ago there was organ- 
ned. under the laws of the State of 
New Jersey, the Isthmien Som- 
pany. Nobody at first knew who 
stood behind it, but it transpired 
that Morgan and J. J. Hill are its 
real backers, and it is this syndicate 
which now proposesto build an 
isthmian caval which would let 
California fruit into eastern mor- 
ets on schedule time, irrespective 
of train blockades. — — that, 
it poses that the Uni States 
— shall have free use of 
the canal in all times, and shall 
have as complete control over it in 
time of waras if the government 
iteelf had constructed it with its 
money and owned it in fee simple. 
Morgan came down from New 
York today with Hill. At the same 
time Hill' ocean-going yacht, Wa- 
coutha, anchored in the Potomac 
River. Charles R. Flint, of the 
great shipping concern of Flint, 
Eddy & Co, also came along. All 
three men met the President today. 
Senator Hanna of Ohio was there, 
too, and it is supposed that he is in- 
terested in this great syndicate. 
When the plans were unfolded to 
President McKinley he said he must 


know the exact idea of the syndicate 
before he shall start on his trip to 
California, April 20 Morgan and 
his associates wish to go to Colom- 
bia to see the exact condition of the 
present canal work before they 
finally commit themselves, and it 
may be that they will make the 
trip on Hills yacht and get back 
here again before the President 
starte west. That is what they are 
thinking about now. 

Briefly stated, Morgan’s plan is 
that no foreigners be given a 
chance to build a canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama. Nobody but 
Americans are represented in his 
syndicate,and none but American 
money will be used if he under 
takes the construction of the canal. 
He is perfectly willing that Con- 
grees shall have the right to enact 
legislation respecting the canal 
which will reserve to this country 
the right to take absolute control 
of it in the time of war; general au- 
pervisory powers in times of peace; 
low tolle for government vessels, 
and any other government regu 
lations that Congress may deem 
wise. Thie will give to the United 
States all the advantages of govern- 
ment ownership, while the canal 
will be built by private capital, 
without taking a dollar from the 
treasury, and there will be an „ 
cape from all diplomatic entangie- 
ments which seem likely to result 
from the construction of the Nie- 
araguan Canal under any arrange 
ment that can de entered into with 
England. 

Morgan’s syndicate is made up of 
men who control vast sums of 
money. Morgan heeds it; then 
comes J. J. Hill, the Selige ns, 
August Belmont, Charles R. Mint, 
Levi P. Morton, Cornelias N. Blise, 
Edwin Gould, J. Edward Simmons 
and E. C. Converse. ey can get 
any amount of money they need 
for this or any other t.

He aleo says that if Chinese sov- 
ereignty in Manchuria is lost, other 
powers will be stimulated to take 
action similar to that by Russia, and 
the integrity of China will be no 
longer maintained. His Majesty de- 
sires the Czar to restore Manchuria, 
and to act with benevolence and 
righteousness to prevent calamities 
petailing the empire. He will thus 
win the gratitude of the Emperor and 
myriads of people.

AWAIIAN ADMIRALTY 
CASE IS DECIDED.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—In the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals today Judge Gilbert handed down 
an important opinion in the case of 
the Wilder's Steamship Company, a 
Hawaiian curporation, against George 
U. Hind and others, appellants. The 
questioiw presented was whether this 
court had jurisdiction to entertain sn 
appeal before the Supreme Court of 
the Territory of Hawaii in an ad- 
miralty case. The case in question was 
begun by filing a libel in admiralty in 
the Circuit Court of the First Circuit. 
Hawalian Islands, Island of Oah 
February $ of last year. 

The case was heard Apri! and de- 
cided May 7, 1900, and then appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the Hawallan 
Islands, in which a final decree was 
rendered November 9, 1900. Thereupon 
notice Was given of an appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
It was contended that an appeal in an 
admiralty case was not barred by the 
terms of the Hawaiian statute regu- 

ting from the Supreme Court 
of the Territory. 

The motion for the allowance of the

p nes the fact that the Supreme 
Court of the Territory of Hawaii stands 
upon the basis of the State Supreme 
courts in all matters which concern 
their relations with the United States.

“Crops, both in California and in Eu- 
rope, prior to the picking and curing 
of them, were very much underesti- 
mated; in consequence, the growers 
have realized good prices, but the sptc- 
ulator 1 have generally been 
badly ett. the situation in Europe ap- 
parently being

much worse than in 
in California, the esti- 
mate up to harvest time was 3500 cars 
for the State. The association, how- 
ever, up to this time, has handied 3500 
cars, and at least one thousand cars 
have been handled outside. 

“The actual amount received from 
sales to date by the association is a 
trifle less than last year, but the mar- 
ket has absorbed a much larger quan- 
tity of outside isins. The packing 
company bought from the association 
2343 cars, about eighteen hundred of 
which were Haid for. A bill for the 
balance due was rendered December 
10, of $566,459.57, and payment de- 
manded therefor. Up to this date, the 
packing company has failed to pay the 
amount due from them. This has 
obliged us, in order to At once equalize 
the advances to growers, so that ali 
would be treated alike, to make ar- 
rangements with the banks to advance 
this amount of money. It must be re- 
membered that, of the total amount 
advanced to the growers, four-fifths 
has come from raisins sold and deliv- 
ered, and only one-fifth has been ad- 
vanced by the bankers. 

“The failure on the part of the pack- 
ers’ company to meet its engagements 
was mainly due to the eastern buyer 
repudiating his contracts to purchase, 
in consequence of the market being 
flooded by the above-mentioned 1000 
cars of outside raisins at cut prices. 

“This brings us to what, in the 
opinion of the directors, is the point 
of vital interest to all raisin growers, 
viz.: That the association must ob- 
tain control of the raisin crop of the 
State or go out of business. If we 
have control, any board of directors 
of ordinary business ability can — 
it successfully. but with 2 — cent. 
on the outside, the best nanciers 
and business men of Europe or Amer. 
den cannot do so. In order to obtain 
this object, it is essential to have 
directors in office generally acceptable 
to the growers, so that all old friends 
of the association will rally to its 
support, and that those who have 
heretofore stayed on the outside may 
be induced to join us and thereby en- 
able us to make our association the 
grand success it should be.”

GORMAN HAS NO APOLOGY. 


Ex-Senator Says [Illiterates Have 
Themselves to Blame for Disfranchise- 


ment, not the Democrats. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

NEW YORK, April 1.—Ex-Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman of Maryland, in an 
interview regarding the recent political 
legisiation enacted at Annapolis, 
which appeare in a special from Wash- 
ington, says: 

“If there are many Iilliterates in 
Maryland who would be affected by the 
passage of the present law, the blame 
lies with themselves We have had 
the most perfect system of public 
achools for thitty years of any State 
south of Pennsylvania. Since 1870 the 
colored population have had ample op- 

rtunity to learn to read and write, 
by means of the schools furnished 
the white taxpayers of Maryland. 
And if after these years of honest ef- 
fort on the part of the white people 
in supporting these schools there are, 
as is asserted, 26,000 of them who can- 
not read or write, the fault can be at- 
tributed only to their lack of desire to 
obtain knowledge. If they prefer to 
remain in ignorance there ls no way 
to compel them to learn until the in- 
centive to vote may hereafter encour- 
age them to attend the schools. 

“The Maryland people would have no 
trouble in regard to the suffrage if con- 
fined to the legitimate residents of the 
State or the pwvons who have interests 
there, but the exclusion of colored per- 
sons from participation in elections in 
the Southern States and, we believe, 
the systematic efforts of certain em- 
ployers to obtain cheap labor have been 
the means of bringing great numbers 
of undesirable colored n into Mary- 
land. who have no intePest in our com- 
munity and possibly don't possess suffi- 
cient intelligence to enable them to 
vote without assistance. They have

Big English Firm of W. Jessop & 
Sons Will Manufacture Steel in the 


United States. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

NEW YORK, April 1.—8. J. Robin- 
son, managing director of W. Jessop 
& Sons, Limited, of Brightside Works, 
Sheffield, England, arrived here on the 
Cunarder Lucania for the purpose of 
determining as to the location of the 
plant which the English concern pur- 
poses erecting in the United States. 

The Jessop company, which is capi- 
talized at $2,000,000, operates one of 
the oldest established industria] plants 
in Europe, it being founded as far 
back as 1774. It manufactures crucible 
steel chiefly. The Sheffield works un- 
dertake a number of large contracts 
for the British government and give 
employment to 1650 hands. 

In an interview last night, Robinson 
said: “We are going te build a plant 
on this side principally with a view 
to escape the tariff of some $50 a ton 
which the United States government 
imposes on crucible steel entering this 
country. Having works here will enable 
us to extend our important 
connections in America.”

HEALTH MEASURE. 

SEWAGE IRRIGATION STOPPED. 

The truck farmers who have been 
irrigating their juicy strawberries and 
their tender vegetables with water 
from the city’s outfall sewer must hire 
a Kansas rain maker or dig wells. The 
sewage water supply has been shut 

This was in line with the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Health. The 
Council yesterday directed R. T. Tu- 
den, superintendent of the outfall 
sewer, to sell no more sewage water 
to irrigators who raise vegetables. 

This wise precautionary health 
measure will be felt by the city treas- 
ury. Last month's receipts from the 
sale of sewage water amounted to $295, 
and in January to about $160. It is es- 
timated that the receipts from this 
source alone have been from $5000 to 
$10,000 a year, which will have to be 
made up in the next tax levy.

SHE CLAIMS THAT HER MONEY 
WAS WRONGLY USED.

“Prof.” Thadeus 8. Fritz of the For- 
ward Movement Sued for $350 by Mrs. 
Caldwell—He Says She Contributed 
it to the Good of Humanity. 


“Prof.” Thadeus 8. Frits, who, with 
Aa woman or two, and possibly a man, 
constitutes the Fritz Forward Move- 
ment, erstwhile of Los Angeles and 


fending himself in a suit begun by 
Mrs. Gertrude M. Caldwell to recover 
$350. The cause is on trial in Depart- 
ment Four before Judge Day of Santa 
Barbara. Mrs. Caldwell swears that 
on April 1, 1900, she made Fritz her 
agent to collect this money, and that 
he appropriated it to his own use. 

The “Professor” admits he got the 
money, but offers his own explanation 
as to the disposition made of it. 

It will be remembered that, over a 
| year ago, a lecturer dropped into town 
with a grip full of rhetorical flowers 
on socialism, truth, eincerity and other 
beautiful things eouched in the habili- 
ments of high-sounding language, and 
began to hold meetings to deliver 
himself of his ideas in a plenitude of 
many-jointed words. That was “Prof.” 
Fritz. After he had been here a while, 
he took a crowd of twenty-five people. 
mostly women, away to the mountains 
for a summer school, where classes 
for educational and religious instruc- 
tion were formed. 

While away in the mountains it be- 
came apparent to the crowd that suf- 
fering humanity was greatly in need 
of a movement to offer it succor. They 
stayed up there—at Camp Sturtevant— 
three months, contemplating how 
much they were needed down below. 
Then the Forward Movement was born. 
To become a member of the movement 
all you had to do was to consecrate 
your life and your property to forward 
its ends in abating the sufferings of 
the world. All property of members 
was put into a common fund. “Prof.” 
Fritz handled the money. 

Among the original joiners who 
parted with all their worldly belong- 
ings were Miss Mary Kilborn, who 
cast in over $1000: Mrs. Margaret 
Shean, who separated herself from 
$300; Mrs. Gertrude Caldwell, the plain- 
tiff, who gave her interest in a mining 
property, and others. man 
brought up with a eharp halt when it 
came to parting with all his property. 

Returning from the mountains, Fritz 
and the three women named ved at 
No. 1492 South Flower street, defraying 
all expenses from the community funds 
om”: movement, and also maintaining 

headquarters on South Broadway. 
It was some time before Mrs. Caldwell 
mad a chance to sell her mining inter- 
est. Finally, however, a man named 
Marsh offered her $350, and Fritz, ae 
head of the movement, collected the 
money. Meantime Mrs. Caldwell was 
living in the South Flower-street home, 
“doing manual labor.“ as she says. 

“I was never supposed to do any 
Mrs. Caldwell yester-

with her. whereupon she laid the ‘mat- 
ter before “Prof.” Frits.“ she says, and 
he bade- ber act according to her best 
judgment.

Then 
she made several inquiries about her 
$350 without satisfaction, and finally 
ehe was told it was all «pent. n at 
last she determined to leave the move. 
ment, she remembers that Fritz told 
that, if she left. her money and her 
manuscript would remain, walle she 
returned to the world. 

On the witness stand peateréay the 

“Professor” said that when Mre. Cald- 
well voluntarily left the movement. “to 
take up other threads in her life 
work,” she parted with the other mem- 
bers in a beautiful spirit, “leaving her 
offering on the altar.” He said she 
gave all her pro y. as the others 
had done, to the movement, and that 
it had been s0.used. 

It wasn't lone. however, before Mn. 
Caldwell wanted her money back and 
sued the long-haired professor. 

In a statement Mrs. Caldwell said 
yesterday: “I am a stenographer and 
typewriter. I have a little boy. While 
I was with the movement it paid my 
mother $10 a month for the child's sup- 
port. I wae much interested in ‘Prof.’ 
Fritz and hie work. He said such 
beautiful things! We all became con- 
vinced that some sort of an organiza- 
tion ought to be — at work to 
help humanity. The churches do 80 
littie and talk so much. When I en- 
tered the Forward Movement in the 
mountains. I explained to ‘Prof.’ Fritz 
that I had debts which must be de- 
frayed by my mining interests: that I 
couldn't justly give to any work what 
belonged to somebody eee: and it was 
all satisfactory. My mind and health 
were such that I let him and Mra, 
Shean attend to all the business with- 
out a question. When we didn’t have 
any funds we praved for them 

“Just before I left. Mra. Shean ac- 
used me of doing something which I 
had not done, and one night they said 
T walked too far with a gentleman ac- 
qvaintance. 

“Rut. do you know? Ther would 
never let me be alone to talk to my 
mother all the time I was with them. 
Somebody afways went along. She has 
two younger daughters and I am her 
sole support. At the time I asked 
*Prof.’ Fritz for $7 it was to pay a gro- 
ry bill for her. He would not give it 
to me, although he and the others were 

my $350. They pretended to 

to do suffering people so much 

good. but they wouldn't help my 
mother in her need.” 

. Caldwell, however, saye she is 

not bitter toward the movement: she 

simply wants Fritz to pay her back 

her money, and ask« the court to put 

him in the custody of the Sheriff till he 

does #0.

SANTA MONICA. 
LIQUOR IN THE BALANCE. 

SANTA MONICA, April 1.—[{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The City Trustees 
have for another week delayed action 
on the petition asking that an election 
be called to determine whether there 
shall be saloons in the city for the year 
beginning May 1. At the regular meet- 
ing of the board today no action at all 
was taken on the question, but there is 
to be an adjourned session next Mon- 
Gay, at which the problem may be set- 
tled. There is a great diversity of 
sentiment among the townspeople as 
to what course is the best one to pur- 
sue, but the center of gravity of the 
opinions of the urban residents appears 
to be not far from the liberalized 
restaurant idea. That plan contem- 
plates about three places where liquors 
may be served at table with or with- 
out meals. but without side rooms, such 
as have been a source of much com- 
plaint in the past. 

MUNICIPAL BUSINESS. 

Superintendent W. D. Larrabee of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific Railway Company 
presented to the City Trustees today 
an ordinance granting to his company 
a special privilege for operating a line 
across certain streets and alleys along 
the route of the extension from the 
present Ocean Park terminus south- 
ward beyond the city limits.
